Sodium and potassium compounds 1 
are also essential for growth. 
The absence of iron, or an insuf- 1 
flcient intake of this element, may 
not prevent growth altogether, but 
the animals become anemic and 
eventually die. 
It is quite likely that all these ! 
elements, even those with function* 
not yet known, must be furnished 
in our food. 
Iodine Is a normal constituent of 
the thyroid gland. 
We now know that if there is not , 
enough iodine in the diet, the 
thyroid enlarges and produce* what ! 
is called simple or colloid goitre. 
Iodine feeding in the prevention 
of 
this disease 
is primarily an 
achievement of American research. 
It is believed that the unlnterrupt- j 
ed study of the physiology of the 
mineral elements in the human body 
will continue to yield returns to sci­ 
ence and humanity as rich as in the 
past. 
Perhaps we d feel richer if there 
was a little gold or platinum in our 
system.
